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INTRODUCTION 





This bibliography provides an annotated list of 
lay legal materials for Ontario public libraries. 
The aim is to facilitate the assessment of 
present collections as well as provide an 
introduction to the wide variety of legal works 
available. It is not recommended that every 
public library buy all the works described here 
and indeed many of the major legal sets and 
advanced materials which have been included 
should only be considered by the largest 
libraries. As well as being expensive, 
continuations such as statutes and case law 
reports are multivolume and grow in size each 
year with supplementation. The latter can 
really only be used properly if the library also 
has the Canadian Abridgement to update and 
link them, another very substantial purchase. 
Legal looseleaf services can be useful, 
especially for those with prior knowledge in 
the area, but the constant filing and 
continuing expense should be taken into 
account before purchasing. 


Currency of Legal Materials 


One of the most important characteristics of 
the law is its changing nature. It cannot be 
stressed enough that legal materials must be 
kept current. An out-of-date edition of 
Martin's Criminal Code is dangerous - the very 
section that a patron is reading may have 
changed and he or she will be relying ona 
wrong statement of the law. This does not 
mean that all older texts should be discarded 
because many can still be useful for their 
approach to a subject area and the vocabulary 
they introduce. Their statement of the 
substantive law, however, should be viewed 
with caution if they are not recent works, and 
the applicable up-to-date legislation should be 
consulted. 


Because some acts such as the Family Law 
Reform Act or the Business Corporations Act 
are used very frequently, office consolidations 
of these works may be published on an annual 
basis putting together, in a very handy form, 
the act or the regulations that have been 
passed under them. Some of these 
consolidations are included here, but patrons 
and librarians should be aware that these do 
not reflect changes over the year which may 
have occurred since the printing. A looseleaf 








statute citator or the appropriate gazette in 
which amendments to the act or the 
regulations are published, should also be 
checked. 


Organization 


This bibliography is divided into two parts. 
Part I includes primary materials such as 
statutes and case reports, plus reference 
works which aid in legal research and 
collection development. Part II divides the 
secondary materials into broad subject areas. 


Scope 


Because this bibliography is intended to be 
used for assessing present collections as well 
as acquisition purposes, some out-of-print 
materials considered still to be of use have 
been included. Information that a work is no 
longer available has occasionally been included 
but not comprehensively. 


A selective bibliography such as this cannot 
cover all the legal and quasi-legal subject 
areas and thus the following topics are not 
included: sociology and the law, Quebec law, 
international law, politics and government, 
investment, economics, criminology in general 
except for criminal justice, and legal fiction. 
Except for a very few British, American and 
Australian materials, only Canadian 
publications have been included. Cursorily 
represented are magazines, audiovisual 
resources, teaching aids and French materials. 
The Canadian Law Information Council is 
currently compiling a list of materials for 
teachers of law which will fill the gap in the 
teaching area. For in-depth research on 
particular legal topics, subject bibliographies 
are often available. 


The Law Reform Commission of Canada is a 
permanent federal body whose purpose is to 
study and review the law in a specific area 
with a view to making recommendations for 
improvement and reform. Their excellent 
reports give the history of the law on this 
topic, its present status, comparisons with 
that of other countries, and recommendations 
for change. It was not felt appropriate to 





include more than a few of the major reports 
in a lay bibliography such as this, because of 
their specialized and often legalistic nature. 
For the serious student or those concerned 
with the reform of the law, however, these 
publications are highly recommended. They 
are printed in both official languages and 
many are free. A complete list of the reports 
is available from the Publications Clerk of the 
Commission. The Law Reform Commission of 
Ontario has a similar mandate in the 
provincial law area with reports on property, 
family law, etc. The works of Royal 
Commissions and Commissions of Inquiry have 
not been included. 


Format 


Each topic begins with a scope note which 
briefly explains what is included. Reference is 
made to other related subjects and the larger 
topics are subdivided. Because of the 
diversity of government publications, which go 
in and out of print constantly or reappear 
under different names, it was decided to 
indicate in the scope note the federal or 
provincial ministry or department that 
publishes in the area, and a few examples of 
the useful titles that they have. The 
publication catalogues of the Ontario and 
federal government are recommended for 
more up-to-date and complete ordering 
information. Many of the Ontario government 
publications can be obtained free of charge 
from:

The jurisdiction indicates where the 
substantive law of the work has application. 
The level of reader is designed to show to 
whom the work has been directed and enable 
smaller libraries to avoid the more advanced 
legal works and concentrate on more 
appropriate lay materials. The aim of the 
annotation is to assist librarians in their 
evaluation and choice of materials. 


"Recommended" appears after some especially 
useful works. This is not meant as a reflection 
on the other materials in these categories nor 
to be an exhaustive list of "must buys". 

Rather it is intended to be a suggestion that if 
a library can purchase only a very limited 
number of works in a certain area then the 
"recommended" titles should be considered for 
purchase first. The following publishers are 
noted for their series of lay legal materials: 
Cleo, International Self-Counsel Press, and IPI 
Publishing. 


A subject key follows this introduction to aid 
in the determination of what term has been 
used for a particular legal subject area. The 
list of publishers and their addresses at the 
back is provided for the obtaining of complete 
ordering information and current prices. Title 
and author indexes complete the work. 


The cut-off date for selection of materials for 
this bibliography was AUGUST, 1982, so new 
editions of these works reflecting changes in 
the law may have been published since then.

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PRIMARY SOURCES 





Statutes and cases are the main primary 
sources used in doing original legal research. 


Secondary sources represent a legal expert's 
interpretation and summary of what the law 
is, based on the authoritative primary sources. 
It is usually, however, far more useful for a 
lay person without knowledge of the area and 
experience in using the primary sources, to 
begin with the secondary treatises. Once 
introduced to a subject, a researcher may wish 
to turn to the primary source material and 
actually read the statute, regulation or case 
that presents the legislator's or judiciary's 
statement of the law. For these reasons, the 
following sections on statute and case law 
have been included but it is not necessary that 
every library consider the purchase of these 
materials, as they are often expensive and not 
as accessible to the lay person as secondary 
sources. 


Statutes and Related Materials 


If a bill which is introduced into the 
legislature passes three readings in both 
Houses of Parliament and receives royal 
assent, it becomes part of the recorded law as 
an act or statute. In the following section are 
the tools that enable the legal researcher to 
keep track of the passage of a bill, know when 
it comes into force as an act and find the 
regulations or subsidiary rules that are passed 
under the authority of a statute. The Ontario 
materials have been listed here first, with the 
Canadian ones thereafter. The five sections 
are: statutes and bills; regulations; 
government notices; sessional papers; and 
citators and indexes. If a library has 
depository or partial depository status then it 
may receive some of the government 
publications free of charge.

Case Law Reports 


The other important primary source material 
for lawyers is the case law which consists of 
the decisions of judges in courts and 
administrative tribunals. The law reports 
series record the decisions considered 
significant for the lawyer's legal research 
purposes. Some series are official; some are 
from commercial publishers; some cover only 


a certain topic such as Family Law Reports, 


some the decisions of a particular court such 
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as Supreme Court Reports, and some, general 


cases of importance such as the Dominion Law 
Reports. Usually the cases are arranged in 
rough chronological order with a Table of 


Cases at the front and a Subject Index at the 
back. The volumes are numbered and often a 
major series of reports will begin a new series 
after 100 volumes or so and restart the. 
numbering. It is necessary, therefore, to make 
sure the series - 2d, 3d - is recorded in these 
cases. There are many different law reports 
and their expense and specificity usually 
militate against any but a very large research 
library buying them. The following section 
sets out a few of the major series and is 
presented as an introduction to what is 
available, not as a recommendation for 
purchase. These and others are available in 
university law libraries, law firms and court 
libraries. 


Four divisions have been used in this section: 
current series which give information on very 
recent cases; regional series which cover a 
certain area of Canada; those from a 
particular court; and subject reports.

this area. Of the Canadian legal "dictionaries" 
available, most are actually glossaries and the 


newest one, the Canadian Law Dictionary is 
not recommended for purchase. (See CLIC 
Legal Materials Letter V. 3., no. 10, June, 
1980, for a review indicating the discrepancies 
and problems of this work.) Many secondary 


treatises have very useful glossaries for the 
particular subject area that they are treating.
